When George Park* r made his first 
appearance on the football 
lieJfl at 
devotion college, about two weeks aft 
er the term began, ho came unheralded 
and unknown. 
Th*i football enthusiasts bar! 
been 
busy for days discussing tie* merits and 
q ualifications of the various new men 
who bail come up for the first time that 
veal and were trying for positions on 
the team. 
Good football material was 
scarce at Clevedou, and (ho captain and 
tbo coach were at. their wits’ end to 
construct a winning team with the can 
didates who had thus far appeared The 
very day that Parker made his initial 
appearance 
they 
had 
held 
a short 
council in the directors’ office at the 
gymnasium before going on tho field for 
! tho afternoon practice, and the outlook, 
•us they viewed it at the time, was 
gloomy indeed. 
j 
Candidates for positions behind the 
j lino were many, and some of them gave 
promise of developing into good players, 
i hut the linemen, especially the tackles, 
left much to he desired at the close of 
their conversation,

Shaw, the coach, ex pressed himself 
very forcibly as to the q ualifications of 
at least one of the players: “ I tell you, 
Arnold, we must get some life into that 
line or the best backs in the world 
won ’t win games for us 
Now, there's 
Price at left tackle. He’s lug and strong 
enough to stop a freight train, but he 
plays as though he were dead on his 
lee*. If we only had some man to go in 
against him on the scrub eleven and 
; wake him up and give him a hit of a 
¡scare, he might amount to something, 
but as it. is lie’s about as lively as an 
ice wagon. ” 
j 
All this was to<i obvious to elicit 
anything more than a very gloomy ac­ 
q uiescence from the captain, and the t wo 
men tramped out through the gym 
nasium to the practice field, and here 
! they found Parker for the first time 
1 among the crowd of youths passing and 
i kicking the ball. 
He was of medium 
j height, rather light but firmly built, 
. resembling the other young men around 
I him in general appearance, ex cept lor a 
1 rather unusual sq uareness of the jaw 
1 and levelness of gaze. 
lie came toClevedon from an obscure 
little academy in a distant state, where 
ho hud prepared for college. 
The cap­ 
tain of the scrub eleven had noticed him 
in chapel iu the morning and afterwaid 
bad hunted him out, and, having learn 
ed by dint of hard q uestioning that ho 
had played football and at least knew 
the rudiments of the game, had asked 
him to come out to the field in the aft­ 
ernoon and have a fry at the second 
eleven.

otic must pass before ho reaches the 
varsity 
It had been the bane of the scrub cap­ 
tain's life hitherto that, ho had not b« -on 
able to find a man iu his miscellaneous 
lot who was able to play a hard enough 
game against JBrico, tlit? varsity lett 
tackle, either to cause that gentleman 
any particular inconvenience or tosatis 
fy the demands of Shaw. 
They had all 
made the mistake of “ bucking” straight 
into him. and being inferior in weight 
and muscle to Brice, who was a giant 
in size, if not in intellect, the result 
may be imagined. 
Thus it happened that m sheer d* s 
perarion Parker was chosen on this his

the field directly in front of and about 
20 yards from tie* scrubs’ goal. 
Parker 
had become somewhat used to the var­ 
sity piny by this time, and wh* n be 
saw the full hack drop hack and the 
half ba< ks move out from and back of 
their regular position.» lie knew that a 
goal from the field was to lie tried. 
Here was his last chance to outwit the 
now fully awakened Brice. 
Instead of moving out, as he might 
have been ex pected to do, in order to g**t 
a clearer field and open the line, be 
moved iu close and made a feint as 
though intending to dive bet ween tackle 
and guard, which was just the sort of 
play it, was the delight of Brice’s heart 
to stop. He was practically immovable, 
and woe to the unlucky mortal who at 
tempted “ go through ’ him 
Nothing, 
however, was further from Parker’s 
mind than the attempting of such a 
feat.

must be a better boat, for didn ’t she 
come m a day ahead of the one he came 
on? 
“ The captain of boat No. 1 is a hero 
for the time being, and the company he 
works for smiles on him.

To become a Roya l a ca dem icia n, or at 
a ll events an a ssocia te, is the umbiriou 
of every young a rtist, for m em bership 
in the a ca dem y m ea ns much more tha n 
the mere ligh t to put the letters R. A. 
a fter on e’s na me and to exh ib it pictures 
iu the fine ga lleries at Burlington House. 
In the first pla ce, an a ca dem icia n is an 
esquire by right and not m erely by 
courtesy, and, further, 
lie is entitled, 
should he ever come on hard times, to 
a substa ntia l pension of between £ 8 5 0 
and £ 400 a year. If be dies lea ving bis 
w idow unprovided for, the a ca dem y a l­ 
lows' her a libera l sum for her m a in te­ 
nance. 
The a ssocia tes and the a ssocia tes’ w id ­ 
ow s are a lso entitled to pensions on a 
som ew ha t sm a ller scale, so tha t there 
are m a ny reasons apart from the honor 
and glory w h y tho painter, sculptor or 
a rchitect should w ish to become a m e m ­ 
ber of the powerful and w ea lth y body 
When therefore a young artist begins 
to got on, w hen he ha s his pictures well 
hung year a fter year, when they find 
rea dy buyers and are ta lked a bout in 
society, lie ta kes the first step towa rd 
election by suggesting to one of the 
a ca dem icia ns tha t he should put his 
na me down on the list of ca ndida tes. 
Once down his na me sta ys on the list, 
either until he dies or is elected or vol 
uuta rily removes it, and this expla ins 
w hy one finds on tin- roll of ca ndida tes 
the na mes « if m a ny a rtists once popular, 
but long since forgotten by the public. 
When a va ca ncy occurs a m ong the 
a ssocia tes, printed copies of this list on 
blue foolsca p paper a te sent to all the 
members, together w ith a request tha t 
they sha ll a ttend at the a ca demy on a 
certa in evening, when an election w ill 
take ¡dace. The elections them selves are 
conducted in a singula r and som ew ha t 
com plex fa shion peculia r to tho a ca dem y 
— a method w hich took the pla ce a bout 
20 yea rs a go of the rough and rea dy sy s­ 
tem formerly in vogue. 
Both a ca dem icia ns and a ssocia tes are 
a llow ec to take part in the « lection, and 
when tho m embers are ga tin red together 
each scores out w ith a pencil the na me 
of the a rtist for whom lie w ish es to 
vote and ha nds tin 
paper so ma rked to 
the secretary. 
These scorings out are 
known as “ st rati lies’* at tiie a ca demy, 
and the secretary, a fter exa m in in g ail 
the papers, d uly a nnounces how m a ny 
“ scra tches” ha ve been given to each 
ca ndida te. 
The election is then a dva nced a nother 
stage. The president, who, by virtue of 
his office, occupies the ohair, directs 
tha t the na mes of a ll those ca ndida tes 
w ho ha ve 
received 
more 
tha n 
four 
“ scra tches” sha ll be inscribed in cha lk 
upon the blackboard, 
w h ile those to 
whom only one, two or three votes ha ve 
been given ha ve no further cha nce o f 
being elected. 
The a ca dem icia ns and a ssocia tes then 
vote a ga in for tise ca ndida tes whose 
na m es are on the board. 
The tw o lead 
ing men in this contest are now selected 
for a final ballot, the w inner in w hich 
becomes an a ssocia te of the R oya l a ca d­ 
emy. 
The a ca dem icia ns are elected in pre­ 
cisely the name ma nner, except tha t the 
a ssocia tes are the ca ndida tes instea d of 
the 
outsiders.

cum brous and unnecessa ry, but it is 
said to work extrem ely w ell in practice.
